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HORTICULTURAL SOCIETY'S 
EXHIBITION AT 


, 


Splendid Enthusiasm Shown by Members 


The splendid showing of the Hor- 
ticultural Scoicty bears out the con- 


tention made that it would be well 
to have the Exhibition and Horti- 
cultural Society work together. 
The Horticultural building was the 
centre of attraction, and the officers, 
President Coote, Secretary E. Wil- 
ton and the directors are to be con- 
gratulated on the splendid showing. 
HORTICULTURAL BUILDING 


The display in the Horticultural 
building of cut flowers, flowering 
plants, ferns, grasses, vegetables, 
etc., was, to alarge percentage of 
the visitors, both a pleasure and a 
surprise. It speaks well for the work 
of the Socicty to be able to gather 
round them such a splendid exhibit. 
The display was not only of the 
highest quality, but very numerous 
as well, the centre, sides and walls 
all being filled with exhibits ; and it 
was perhaps considered the best de- 
partment of the fair, showing with- 
out doubt what Red Deer — citizens 
are capable of doing if you can only 
get them interested. The fine ar- 
rangement and-grouping of the flow- 
ers had a lot to do with the pleas- 
ing effect, and for this great 
eredit is due to Mr. Edward Wilton, 
who was responsible for it, and who 
has had great success in similar 
functions in the Old Country. The 
vegetables, of which there was a-fine 
entry, were very good indeed, there 
being keen competition. Special 
mention might be made of a_ collec- 
tion of native wild grasses 
(pressed), which adorned the wall at 
the end of the building, and had been 
gathered by Miss Allen, daughter of 
A. W. G. Allen, and the splendid 
collection of vegetables shown by A. 
B: Nash, he having thirty-seven dif- 
ferent varieties in the group that 
took first prize. Mr. W. R. Reeder, 
of Calgary, was the judge, and he 
had the fine number of 500 entries 
from which tp choose the prize win- 
ners. Thb judge complimented the 
citizens generally on the improve- 
ment of their lawns and gardens over 
last year. We said it was remark- 
able the amount of produce the citi- 


zens get out of their gardens in this. 


district. The most notable prize 
winner was John Reid, who took the 
Michener trophy for the greatest 
number of first prizes, 21 in all. 
Next. to him came Joseph Cole with 
18 firsts, and W. A. Moore with 15. 
W. T. Coote, President of the Soei- 
ety, ran John Reid a close second 
for grounds and gardens. The beauty, 
variety and excellence of this’ show 
will not be forgotten in a hurry, 
and the Horticultural Society can 
prepare themselves for the — exhibit 
heing doubled next year. Nothing 
succeeds like success. 

An unfortunate misunderstanding 
took place, and the following explan- 
ation of the same is made by the 
Sceretary of the Society : 

“Tn the ‘Garden Competition’ of 
the Horticultural Society there was 
in one case an unfortunate misunder- 
standing as to the interpretation of 
the words ‘Employing Assistance’ 
and ‘Employing No Assistance What- 
ever,’ marking the difference between 
classes 1 and 2, and one competitor 
withdrew his entries because the 
committee, after consulting the judge 
as to the practice at Calgary, could 
not see their way to accept entries 
in both classes from the same ex- 
hibitor. Possibly it will be found 
desirable to more clearly define the 
conditions of entries in this respect 
another season, but the matter re- 
quires delicate handling, because 
many garden lovers who are not able 
to afford to hire help would certain- 
ly kick at having to compete on 
equal terms with wealthier towns- 
men.”’

The children’s exhibits in flowers 
and vegetables was-a fine one. It is 
very pleasing to see children inter- 
ested in practically all things, but 
cultivation in nature's beautiful gifts 
is one of the things that must give 
every enjoyment to them personally, 
as well as beautifying their homes. 
This is a department that the soci- 
ety should take up strongly. It 
might alxo be g goud thing to get 
the schools interested in it, as the 
teachers have a wonderful influence 
with the children in all things.
